This is the first visit by Mr. .Ara- 
fat after the convening of ihe Pal- 
estine National Council (PNC) in 
Amman Iasi month. The Pal- 
estinian leader arrives from Bah- 
rain after completing an Arab 
tour, which he was reportedly 
said, was aimed at “consolidating 
Arab solidarity and preparing for 
an Arab summit.'' 

PLO officials here did not dis- 
close the main issues to be dis- 
cussed by the King and Mr. Arafat 
but did not expect Mr. Arafat to 
give a reply for Jordan's call for a 
joint political initiative basrd on 
the principle of exchanging land 
for peace with Israel. 

The Jordanian call, voiced by 
King Hussein at his inaugural spe- 
ech at the PNC session here last 
month, was referred to the new 
PLO Executive Committee to 
study. 

The Executive Committee has 
held two meetings so far. one in 
Amman and the second in Tunis, 
but did not come up with any off- 
icial statement relating to the 
King's proposal. 

Furthermore. Mr. Arafat has 
reiterated the PLO’s rejection, in 
a press statement last week, of 
U.N. Resolution 242 which Jor- 
dan views to be the foundation of a 
just and durable solution for the 
Palestinian question.

Sokolov named Ustinovas successor 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — The 
Kremlin Saturday appointed a 
career officer to replace Soviet 
Defence Minister Dmitry Ust- 
inov. who died on Thursday. 

Marshal Sergei Sokolov. 73. a 
professional soldier for more than 
50 years with experience in tank 
units, was one of three deputy def- 
ence ministers. 

His appointment w*as ann- 
ounced by the official news agency 
TASS four hours after the ruling 
politburo formed a guard of hon- 
our around Marshal Ustinov's 
flower-decked coffin. lying in 
state in a central Moscow hail. 

Mr. Ustinov was a civilian and a 
member of the politburo when 
appointed defence minister in 
1976. By his death, aged 76, he 
had become one of the most pow- 
erful men in the Kremlin. 


Marshal Sokolov, by contrast, 
has no prominent political record. 

Western military ex, .is said 
his appointment was not unduly 
surprising, if the Kremlin was to 
opt for a military rather than civ- 
ilian candidate. 

Marshal Sokolov has been first 
deputy defence minister since 
1967 and a full member of the 
Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee since 1968. 

He joined rhe Soviet army in 
4952 and rose through the ranks 
to become a deputy minister in 
1967. He was made a marshal in 
1978. 

Marshal Sokolov stood in for 
Mr. Ustinov during his illness, 
receiving foreign military del- 
egations and making a key address 
at a Red Square military parade 
last month. 


Mr. Ustinov had not been seen 
in public since Sept. 27. and the 
medical bulletin TASS issued Fri- 
dav indicated that since at least 
October he had been too ill to act- 
ively guide the nation's military 
system . 

Marshal Sokolov received vis- 
iting foreign dignitaries and also 
led the Nov. 7 Red Square parade 
commemorating the 67ih ann- 
iversary of the Bolshevik Rev- 
olution. The celebration is the 
Soviet Union's biggest national 
holiday and this year was the first 

time in the nation's historv that 

* 

the defence minister failed to att- 
end. 

During his address to thousands 
gathered at Red Square for the 
Revolution Day parade.

Security police allowed Reuter 
correspondents access to the two 
Maltese and two Britons, Ant- 
hony Gill and Godfrey Shiner, 
who have been detained since 
November in connection with an 
alleged plor to kill former Libyan 
Prime Minister Abdul Hamid AJ 
Bakoush.

Egyptian interior minister Ahmad 
Rushdi said a “hit squad" sent to 
kill him had been caught. 

Egyptian officials said an Egy- 
ptian agent, posing as an acc- 
omplice of the “executioners" 
carried to a Libyan spymaster in 
Malta a faked photograph sho- 
wing Mr. Bakoush sprawled and 
drenched in blood, tricking Libya 
into announcing his “death." 

Reuters asked for access to the 
four detained men in November 
when they appeared on Egyptian 
television. On Saturday, each was 
brought in turn to a fourth floor 
office in a security police building 
in central Cairo, where questions 
were allowed to be put to them in 
the presence of two security men. 

Some questions were not all- 
owed. The security officials said 
this was to comply with legal reg- 
ulations. 

Gill, in slacks and pullover, 
seemed relaxed. He said he did 
not want to say anything except 
that “I am being extremely well 
treated. I have no complaints on 
that." 

Shiner, in jacket and vie. said he 
had no idea he was being brought 
to see journalists and that he 
would not say anything without his 
lawyer, except that “I am very 
angry."

Reagan, Thatcher begin 
talks on 4 star wars 5 plan 


CAMP DAVID. Maryland ( R J — 
President Reagan conferred Sat- 
urday with British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher on his “star 
wars” anti-missile plan and his. 
strategy for the high-level U.S.- 
Soviet arms talks in Geneva next 
month. 

Mr. Reagan greeted Mrs. Tha- 
icher. whom he last saw in Britain 
in June, with a kiss when she arr- 
ived at the Camp David pre- 
sidential retreat in the Catoctin 
Mountains of Maryland. 

Mrs. Thatcher flew by hel- 
icopter from nearby Washington, 
where she held a breakfast mee- 
ting with V ice- President George 
Bush at which international eco- 


nomics and the prime minister's 
visit to China earlier i his week 
were to (op the agenda. 

Mr. Reagan personally drove 
Mrs. Thatcher from the Camp 
David helicopter pad to his res- 
idence in a motorised golf cart. 

The two leaders held a private 
meeting in the Reagan residence. 
Aspen “Lodge, before going to 
another building for a larger con- 
ference with their advisers. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who arrived in 
Washington Friday night, said on 
her flight from Hong Kong that 
she had no disagreement with Mr. 
Reagan over the “star wars" pro- 
gramme.

on economic aid to Israel 


APU begins 
5 -day meeting 


Arab-Americans plan 


to aid famine victims 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Reagan administration 
has postponed action on an Israeli request for $800 
million in emergency financial aid, pinning approval 
of the extra funds on increased Israeli efforts to 
mend its ailing economy. 


U.S. officials said the Israeli 
gin eminent bad s<> far not come to 
grips with an economic crisis that 
includes dwindling foreign res- 
erves and an *00 per cent annua! 
inflation rale. 

The State Department ann- 
ouncement Friday that it was del- 
erring action came at the end of 
two days of separate I'.S.- Israeli 
talks here on economic and mil- 
itary aid. 

The SX00 million Israel is see- 
king in emergency aid comes on 
top of SI. 2 billion already pro- 
vided in the current fiscal year. 

As a special concession to Isr- 
ael's economic crisis, the adm- 
inistration handed over that aid in 
a lump sum at the start ol the year, 
instead of spreading the payments 
oxer 12 months. 

State Department Spokesman 
John Hughes said the decision on 
the emergency request had been 


postponed until Israel adopted an 
effective "economic stabilisation 
programme" and Washington had 
determined whether to support 
the programme. 

Israel is also seeking nearly S2 
billion in economic aid for the 
1 u X6 fiscal year starting next Oct- 
ober. 

Bui U.S. officials said the adm- 
inistration. needing to make mas- 
sive budget cuts of its own. wanted 
to maintain current levels. 

The administration, however, is 
expected to be more sympathetic 
to Israel’s military' aid req- 
uirements. 

Although the United States 
wants to sell Arab countries more 
arms. Mr. Hughes repeated the 
administration’s pledge to prove 
Israel with military aid at levels 
that would maintain its security 
and its "qualitative edge." 

The coalition government of 


Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres is seeking military aid of 
$2.1 billion in the next fiscal year, 
compared to $1.4 billion in the 
current year. 

Mr. Hughes did not say what 
economic measures Israel would 
need to take to satisfy the adm- 
inistration and receive the eme- 
rgency economic aid. But officials 
said privately that those taken so 
far were inadequate and Israel had 
to gain monetary control, cut gov- 
ernment subsidies and drastically 
reduce its budget. 

U.S. officials said the United 
States had not asked Israel to take 
any specific economic measures 
although several plans had been 
discussed. 

Israeli diplomatic sources said 
Israel favoured a more gradual 
approach to its economic pro- 
blems amid concern over the imp- 
act that stringent austerity mea- 
sures would have on une- 
mployment. now standing at six 
per cent. 

They said increased une- 
mployment could spark social 
unrest and cause skilled people to 
leave the country to seek jobs els- 
ewhere. 


SHARIOA (Petra) — Electronic 
postal services between Arab 
countries will be introduced fol- 
lowing the launching of the first 
Arab satellite. Secretary General 
of the Arab Postal Union (APU) 
Hussein Rashid Hamdani said 
Saturday. 

Mr. Hamdani was speaking at 
the opening session of a five day 
meeting of the APU Executive 
Council, which started here on 
Saturday. 

Participants will discuss a num- 
ber of issues, among which are the 
establishment of an Arab printing 
press for printing postal stamps 
and unifying dates of ann- 
iversaries on which postal stamps 
are issued. 


Participants will also follow up 
on the implementation of the last 
session’s resolutions and will dis- 
cuss involving postal unions in 
implementing the technical aid 
programme and the Afro-Arab 
cooperation in postal fields. 

Other subjects to be discussed 
at the meeting are a report by the 
Arab Postal College’s Board of 
Trustees and the report of the Pos- 
tal Affairs Committee on int- 
roducing express ahr mail services. 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — The 
Arab- American African Relief 
Fund has announced the first uni- 
fied Arab- American national 
programme to join with int- 
ernational efforts to aid victims of 
famine in Africa. 

In a Dec. 20 press conference. 
Dr. James Zogby announced "this 
is the first time Arab-Americans 
are going to be directing sig- 
nificant energy and resources 
towards a crisis in another pan of 
the world." Mr. Zogby is a former 
director of the American-Arab 
Anti-Discrimination Committee 
and Vice Chairman of the Jesse 
Jackson for President campaign in 
this year’s Democratic Party pre- 
sidential primary election cam- 
paign. 

He told reporters that more 
than 50 prominent Arab- 
Americans have endorsed the pro- 
ject which will channel emergency 
aid to the victims of the famine in 
East and Central Africa. 

“ We feel that it is necessary at 
this time for a unified Arab- 
American response to the crisis in 
Africa." Mr. Zogby said. 

He reported that the Arab- 
American African Relief Fund, a 
project of the American Arab Rel- 
ief Fund, has designated Africare 


as the major recipient of the funds. 
This highly reputed group is the 
major black American relief age- 
ncy. 

He also pointed out that Afr- 
icans and Arabs have long his- 
torical ties. "African Stales are 
Arab States because more than 
half the Arab people are African 
people. Therefore it’s important 
for us to respond and we have rec- 
eived tremendous support from 
our own community. 

"As Arab-Americans,” be con- 
tinued. "we' feel a special need to 
respond to hunger and the denial 
of human rights to these African 
peoples." 

Addressing the desire to end 
apartheid in- South Africa. Mr. 
Zogby said: "Black Americans 
stood with us in support of our 
brothers and sisters in Lebanon. 
We can do no less." 

Mr. Zogby said, “Arab- 
Americans and black Americans 
need to continue to woik in sol- 
idarity to build a better future for 
their brothers and sisters both at 
home and abroad. 

According to Mr. Zogby, the 
fund has been "gratified by the 
significant aid efforts made by 
Arab governments to alleviate 


U.S. still stands behind Reagan’s 1982 initiative, official says 


WASHINGTON l USIA) — The 
United States still stands behind 
President Reagan's two-year-old 
Mideast peace initiative of 14x2 as 
a basis for negotiation, said U.S. 
Depitiv Secretary of State Ken- 
neth Dam at a Washington bri- 
efing. 

Mr. Dam was questioned by 
reporter- at the Foreign Press 
Centre early this w eek on a host ot 
international issues, including the 
Middle East and India. 

Mr. Dam was asked about the 

contribution o> the Arab League's 

eight-point Middle Ensi peace 

plan of September. 1^2 — the 

so-called Fez plan. Among other 

ihina*. it called for the creation ol 

m 

a Palestinian state, withdrawal ot 
Israel from all Arab territories 
occupied since the IMP 7 «ar. and 
placing the West Bank and Gaza 
under United Nations control tor 
a transitory period. 

Mr. Dam said the Fez plan was 
an important lorward step at the 
time, but "it did not. in our jud- 
gment. represent a basis for neg- 
otiation. We felt that the Reagan 
plan did provide such a basis and 
we stand behind it.” 

In the Reagan plan, the pre- 
sident called on "the Arab states 
to accept the reality ol Israel." and 
he insisted that" the United States 
will not support the establishment 
of an independent Palestinian 
siaLc in the West Bank and Gaza, 
and we will not support ann- 
exation or permanent control by 
Israel." 

"Now." said Mr. Darn. "the Isr- 
aeli government will have to speak 
for itself." 

Mr. Dam rejected the idea that 
the United States has been pre- 
ssuring the Arabs more than the 
Israelis, as a questioner implied. 
**1 don't accept the fact that we've 
leaned more on one side nr the 
other." he said, and added this 


explanation:" We arc not in a pos- 
ition to impose peace on the Mid- 
dle East. What the United States is 
able to do is to talk to both sides 
and to try to bring about neg- 
otiations. which we think is the 
only basis for a just andjasting 
peace in the Middle East." 

Following arc excerpts on the 
Middle East from the question- 
and- answer session on Dec. IS: 

question: Abdul Salaam, Moa- 
asa Arab-American media scr- 
v ice. 

Mr. Secretary, you just said, if I 
quote you right, that the United 
States is ready to move in the 
Middle East when the parties are 
more amenable or flexible in their 
way. A couple of questions. 
Aren't you. or are you. satisfied 
that i he Arab World "has come nut. 
lorward. with their proposals for 
peace, which emanated in the Fez 
summit conlercnce. at a lime that 
the Israeli government rejected 
completely and totally President 
Reagan's peace initiative? And 
from the other pomi of this que- 
stion. what has Israel done or sug- 
gested. or proposed, on the table. 
I'i >r discussion, ideas nr thoughts in 
order in bring about a peaceful 
settlement or move in the Middle 
East? 

\1r. Dam: Well, the Fez summit 
was an important step forward at 
the time. On the other hancf, it did 
not. in our judgment, represent a 
basis for negotiation. We felt that 
the Reagan plan did provide such 
a basis and we stand behind it. 

Obviously, there are those who 
would like us to negotiate about 
the Fez declaration as though we 
had to move off the Reagan plan. 
We don't plan to do that, because 
we don't think that would be a step 
forward. Both sides had to be able 
to come to the (able 3nd. as you 
know, in the end King Hussein 
came to the conclusion that he was 


not prepared to come to the table. 

Now. the Israeli government 
will have to speak for itself. All I 
am saying here is that the parties, 
who — first of all. we stand for the 
proposition that we' re not going to 
be able to resolve the problems in 
the Middle East without neg- 
otiation. For negotiations, both 
sides are going to have to come to 
the table. We can talk about what 
that means, if you like, but 1 think 
the Israeli government will have to 
speak for itself. It’s a new gov- 
ernment. 

question: I would like to follow 
up because this is for the sake of, 
not to be polemic about it. but you 
know, you’ve been a little bit, like 
they say. you are leaning on the 
Arabs much more than you are 
leaning on the Israelis, to come 
with their proposals. 

The Fez summit conference 
resolutions were the Arab side of 
the story. The Reagan peace ini- 
tiative was your side of the story. 
The Israelis didn’t come out with 
their side of the story. And you. all 
the time, asking those people who 
are ready to negotiate to give 
more and give up more and give 
up more. And you’ve never asked 
the Israelis to come up with their 
proposals, in that way. 

Mr. Dam: Well. I don’t — Pm 
not trying to assign blame, and I 
think the Israeli government is 
going lo have to be prepared for 
negotiations about peace. We’ve 
made that clear. That’s what the 
Reagan plan is. a proposal that 
there be such negotiations. And I 
don’t 'accept the fact that we’ve 
leaned more on one side or the 
other. We are not in a position to 
impose peace on the Middle East. 
What the United States is able to 
do is to talk to both sides and to try 
to bring about negotiations which 
we think is Lhe only basis for a just 
and lasting peace in the Middle 


East. 

Question: Sir, Reza Bakay ,

Sir. right now an Israeli del- 
egation in the State Department is 
asking from the U.S. around 
$4,000 million grant for the next 
year. Now. there have been ind- 
ications that this year the adm- 
inistration will not grant the amo- 
unt. mainly because of two rea- 
sons.

So. I think that the environment, 
from that standpoint, is not an 
easy one. from the standpoint of 
thinking about increased exp- 
enditures. But that’s a general 
proposition. That has nothing spe- 
cifically to do with Israel. But obv- 
iously Israel is having its dif- 
ficulties at the same time we have 
this difficult budget environment.

New planning methods aim to ensure 
national development, Nsour says

AMMAN — Minister of Youth, Culture and Ant- 
iquities Taher Hikmat has denounced claims that 
there is cultural deterioration in Jordan. He also 
said that there is cultural and art activity in the 
Kingdom although he said it is confused and unc- 
oordinated due to the growth of quantity at the 
expense of quality and the intertwining of various 
sectors dealing with the culture. 


AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Planning Abdullah Nsour Sat- 
urday said that it is lime to rec- 
onsider the methods used in future 
development planning am! to int- 
roduce changes so that future 
plans reflect a comprehensive per- 
ception ot national aspirations and 
face challenges nad new dev- 
elopments in all social and eco- 
nomic fields. 

Dr. Nsour was speaking at a 
meeting with the governor of 
Amman, provincial governors and 
heads of municipal and village 
councils in Amman Governorate 
at ihe Amman. Chamber of Ind- 
ustry. Dr. Nsour stressed the nec- 
essity for expanding economic 
production to support the self suf- 
ficiency of the national economy 
depending on the locally available 
resources.

DLDNA 
receives rare 
document on 

Chichen life 

■ 

Amman (Petral — The Dir- 
ectorate of Libraries, Doc- 
umentation and National Arc- 
hives (DLDNA) has recently rec- 
eived a rare document dating back 
to 1900 reflecting the important 
aspects or the Chichcns life in Al 
Sukhneh area, east of Zarqa. 

Speaking about the document. 
DLDNA Director Ahmad Sha- 
rkas said that it derives ils 'imp- 
ortance since it is a documented 
historical source reflecting fea- 
tures and developments of the soc- 
ial and economic life of the Azraq 
people. 

The document. Dr. Sharkas 
said, includes three researches 
dealing with women, organisation 
of agricultural life and animal bre- 
eding. Regarding women, the 
document specified the dp.wiy for 
a girl,. widow and old,woji]am,Thc 
document also outlined thq pen- 
alties for violations -which might 
occur as a result of social int- 
eraction. in addition to the res- 
ponsibilities for grazing cows and 
livestock and the rights of farm 
owners. 

The document is in some ways 
similar to the Al Salt popular doc- 
ument, under which the people of 
Salt realised the necessity to arrive 
at a joint formula to help them 
solve and face some social sit- 
uations. 

Jordanian Circassians had ear- 
lier reached a social formula in 
1951. which contributed to org- 
anising their life in a manner con- 
sistent with the developments of 
life, particularly in issues per- 
taining to marriages. 


In an interview with the Jordan 
Times and Al Ra’i. the minister 
said ihe coining few days will wit- 
ness a general conference to study 
the cultural situation in order 10 
reach definite recommendations 
to rectify the course of the cultural 
movement in Jordan. 

Mr. Hikmat went on to say that 
the cultural atmosphere has rec- 
ently been experiencing a “rec- 
ession." which he said was pro- 
bably caused by an overflow of 
cultural production with no spe- 
cific connections: an overflow 
which was accentuated due to the 
absence of a critical approach 
which is the base for every eva- 
luation of any cultural activity in 
the world he said. “Despite this, 
we could improve our culture thr- 
ough the foundation of a basic cri- 
tical movement which will be cap-' 
able of rectifying the incorrect sit- 
uation of cultural activity.** he 
added. 

Rural regions 

Speaking about the role of the 
rural areas regarding cultural eve- 
nts. he said that t he ministry is aga- 
inst centralising culrural activities 
and that a new trend is to pave the 
way for every pan of the Kingdom 
to participate in cultural activities. 
Mr. Hikmat added that important 
cultural conferences and seminars 
will be held in go\emorates and 
that the ministry will encourage 
cultural seasons in the rural areas 
as well as supporting cultural clubs 
and forums in these areas. 

“ As for the theatrical activities 
and plastic an exhibitions, they 
will also be spread to the gov- 
emwates and villages through a 
sfcft^dufed programme.*-' he said. . 
!- ^peaking about the Jordanian 
presence on the international cul- 
ture level, he said that the ministry 
believes in an international Jor- 
danian role based on open coo- 
peration and that Jordanian rep- 
resentations to international act- 
ivities should be at an appropriate 
level. “However.” he said, “in 
order to secure an appropriate 
presence and activity on the int- 
ernational level, the government 
is always ready to overcome tec- 
hnical and financial obstacles and 
1 do not think there is any financial 
problem." 

National loyalty 

Answering a question on the 
ministry's role in raising the sense 


of loyalty and belonging among 
citizens. Mr. Hikmat said that 
there is a specific perception in 
developing the sense of cohesion 
to this land, this country and its 
elements. He added ihai ihe min- 
istry is committed to finding a div- 
ersion in this field by "pumping 
life to the veins and branches 
which extend between the land as 
mother and to Jordanian citizens 
as buds on the land " Mr. Hikmat 
said that the mass media could 
play a great role in this field, esp- 
ecially Jordan Television, while 
the ministry's responsibility is to ' 
achieve the real sense of belonging 
for the Jordanian citizen and “this 
should not be restricted to slo- 
ganeering or cheap publicity but 
to a genuine cultural job." He said 
that from this point, the ministry 
will be writing special pro- 
grammes For Jordan Television on 
the issue. Mr. Hikmat went on to 
say that he believes and there is a ' 
lack of formative elements lor a 
national identity and Jordanian 
sentiments. Thus, it has been the 
responsibility of the information 
media to lead the cultural and inf- 
ormation movement during the 
last two years.” he said. 

Answering a question about rhe 
new organisational charter for the 
ministry, he said t he joining of cul- 
ture. tourism, and antiquities in 
one ministry' came as a result of 
efforts and studies by the Royal 
Committee for Administrative 
Development and in the light of 
experience, the committee ado- 
pted this formula because ant- 
iquities is an important part of the 
national belonging and hence i( is 
part of their culture. On the other 
hand, he added, tourism is con- ■ 
nectcd with antiquities because 
the main reason Jor visiting Jordan 
is to visit the ruins of our ancestors 
and to sightsee. From this point 
the Royal Committee founded it 
appropriate combining the three 
activities in a ministry, he said. 

Responding to a question on 
whether the Directorate of Lib- 
raries. Documentations and Nat- 
ional Archives (DLDNA) should 
combine with the Department of 
Culture and Art. Mr. Hikmat said 
this plan is being subjected to an 
evaluation process after which we 
shall decide the future of the dir- 
ectorate. Nevertheless, he said.

Cultural policy 

Mr. Hikmat said That the min- 
istry does not claim to have a cul- 
tural policy, because culture can- 
not be covered by a specific policy 
to cope with all its aspects. Nev- 
ertheless. the ministry has a wor- 
king plan u hich will he crystallised 
within the next month" he said. 
This plan \v ill include complete 
coordination and essential sta- 
nding and aim for the ministry, he 
added. 

Speaking about the ministry's 
programmes and aims the minister, 
said that there are certain act- 
ivities which the ministry is pla- 
nning to launch. Elaborating. Mr. 
Hikmat said that these activities 
include concet; 1 rating on qu.iliiv 
and organising a cultural dialogue 
with the Western culture. He said 
that in order to overcome the imp- 
etus which Western culture is spr- 
eading throughout the world, “we 
ought to have suble position in 
this dialogue emanating from cer- 
tain and steady roots in our cul- 
tural heritage. Therefore we call 
for a dialogue based on 'equal sta- 
nding* which means that each cul- 
ture is of a certain value and has 
something 10 give to the other.*' he 
said. 

“The ministry is trying to make 
a stand against the negative, 
mixed cultural values invading us. 
but nevenhclcss we welcome the 
positive values.” 

Defending a claim that there is 
no specific trend at the ministry 
Mr. Hikmat said: “We are not liv- 
ing in a totalitarian country or a 
regime based on state rule. There 
are cultural aspects and lines for a 
cultural movement and from this 
point we do not wish to impose a 
narrow cultural policy. We deal 
with the aspect from a point ol 
having a distinguishing tcature of . 
openness and originality."

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Iran slams the door again 


FOR A moment, a flame of hope flickered for peace in the Gulf. But it 
was not to light up. Iran did the expected: It slammed the door, which 
appeared half-open Friday when its foreign minister sat down with his 
Iraqi counterpart to draw up an Organisation of Islamic Conference 
(OIC) document calling for peaceful negotiations to end the 51- 
month-old conflict. What appeared to be a breakthrough to the world 
on Friday was dashed Saturday by Iranian Foreign Minister Akbar 
Veda yati when he said the Tehran regime is bent upon pursuing the 
war until the Iraqi government was toppled. 

When Habib Chatti, the erstwhiie secretary -general of the OIC. 
happily announced over the weekend that “both Iran and Iraq have 
subscribed to peace mediation” by the Islamic body, the Islamic 
foreign ministers gathered in Sana’a might have thought they had 
found the answer to one of the most serious issues facing them. But 
oniy a moment later they found themselves back at square one when 
the adamant Iranian stand manifested itself again through the words 
of Veliayati. 

Vet, the disappointing Iranian stand, albeit not a total surprise to 
anyone, was not only a slap in the face of the OIC but also shattered the 
hopes of peace of both the Iranian and Iraqi peoples who have so far 
paid the highest price for Tehran’s ambitious goals of weakening the 
“eastern flanks of the Arab Nation. 

It is not clear yet whether Mr. Vellayati’s ky words on Saturday 
reflected a change of mind from the conciliatory attitude on Friday 
when be took part in drawing up the OIC document or a mis- 
understanding on the part of the OIC on the Iranian leadership’s 
position. In any case, finding an answer to this question is secondary at 
this point since it is clear now that the Sana'a meeting failed to revive 
Islamic mediation to end the conflict. The OIC failure could only mean 
one thing; blood will continue to be shed in the Gulf and instability and 
insecurity will prevail in the region. 

The ominous prospects of the situation in the Gulf, with its eno- 
rmous proportions of threat of foreign intervention, makes one won- 
der about the wisdom behind the intransigence of the Iranian leaders. 

They should have realised by now that its declared aim of ove- 
rthrowing the Iraqi government is no closer to realisation that it was at 
the outset of the war four years ago. There is no doubt, however, that 
by continuing the war on its borders. Ayatollah Khomeini and the 
ruling cliche in Tehran have managed to consolidate their hold on 
Iran by crushing their critics and opponents through rallying the- 
people against “an external enemy” that “threatens the country and 
the Persian people.” But if this achievement, by any standards, be 
considered a “success”, it is no doubt a' short-term “victory*!^ bec- 
ause, in the process of extolling the Iranians to take up arms against 
Iraq, Khomeini has alienated his “revolution” and deprived it of its 
potential allies. Ironically enough Khomeini also managed to bring 
together the right-wing supporters of the Shah and the communists in 
a common front against the “revolutionary” Tehran regime. 

And in the backdrop, the ayatollah is amassing the anger and 
hatred of the Iranian people who have been the ultimate victims of the 
war, paying with their blood and money to get the war machine going. 
Now, tomorrow , or the day after. Khomeini and his cliche are going to 
reap the harvest of the seeds of destruction and hatred they themselves 
planted and nursed along with the continued refusal to talk peace.

It is time to curb Jordan’s trade

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DURING 1983, the gross 
domestic product of Jordan 
reached JD 1487.5 million. 
The value of Goods and ser- 
vices exported amounted to JD 
639 million; thus making theu- 
value of local production us€d 
within the country rea£h JD 
848 J million. At the same 
time, the total value of imp- 
orted goods and services was 
JD 1467.7 million, which 
makes total expenditure on 
both consumption and inv- 
estment around JD 2316 mil- 
lion. 

Based on these aggregate 
figures, we mn conclude that 
only 37 per cent of the dis- 
posable goods and services uti- 


lised in the country have a local 
origin, whereas 63 per cent 
have a foreign origin and are 
imported Grom the outside 
world. 

According to the 'World 
Development Report, issued 
by the World Bank (1984), the 
commodity exports of Jordan 
in 1982 (including reexport) 


was 5753 million (or JD 265 
m) against imports of $3241 
million (JD 1141m) or 23 per 
cent. In other words we import 
4.3 times the value of our nat- 
ional exports and reexported 
commodities leaving a net def- 
icit in the balance of trade as 
big as 77 per cent of the total 


importation. 

The report states also that 
Jordanian visible imports were 
growing during the decade 
1960-1970 at the reasonable 
rate of 3.6 per cent per anmm, 
which is compatible with the 
growth of population. How- 
ever, during the following per- 
iod of 1970-1982, imports 
were exploding at the com- 
pound annual rate of 13.5 per 
cent, which is not only ahead of 
population growth but also 
ahead of the real economic 
growth. 

Since imports are five times 
the volume of exports, the lat- 
ter must grow five times faster 


that the rate of growth of imp- 
orts just to keep the size of the 
trade deficit constant.

DESPITE THE fact that the lran-iraq war constitutes one of the 
most important issues on the agenda of the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference's (OIC) meeting, the Palestine question is also the main 
cause of Arabs and Muslims and the subject of the first test of the 
abilities of about one billion Muslims to actively confront a series of 
dangers touching upon the core of their faith. 

However, the outcome of the regular Islamic meeting, neither 
conforms with the size of dangers threatening AJ Aqsa Mosque, nor 
with the great challenges facing hundreds of millions of Muslim 
people ail over the world. Thus, like all previous meetings and 
conferences, the OIC meeting could not so fax respond satisfactorily 
to the challenges and threats. 

Therefore, we are aware that any resolutions the Sana'a meeting 
might take on the Palestine question will ream in ineffective if the 
Islamic world does not awake from its deep slumber and unite its 
word and will in a manner conforming with its real concerns and 
strong challenges.

Leading American official upbeat on foreign 




WASHINGTON — 1984 was a 
fruitful year for U.S. foreign pol- 
icy and tiie United States has “laid 
a solid foundation for the future,” 
in the view of the U.S. deputy sec- 
retary of state, Kenneth Dam. 

But in a statement at a yearend 
briefing for journalists at the For- 
eign Press Centre in Washington. 
Mr. Dam was less optimistic about 
the Middle East — “It has not 
been the best year for Middle East 
diplomacy.” He cited the can- 
cellation of the Israel i-Lebanese 
agreement as a disappointment. 

Mr. Dam also focussed on 
East- West relations and arms con- 
trol, friendships and alliances, 
resolution of regional conflicts 
and the international economy. 

In response to a question con- 
cerning European reaction to the 
U.S. Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI), in view of the upcoming 
U.S.-Soviet arms talks, Mr. Dam 
said reports of criticism had been 

greatly exaggerated” in the press 
and that there has been “a very 
healthy dialogue on this subject” 
between U.S. and European lea- 
ders and scientific experts. 

He stressed that the SDI is a 
research programme still far in the 
future. 

“Obviously there are concerns 
about the implications of SDI for 
the strategic position of Western 
Europe,” Mr. Dam said. “Any 
change in technology aut- 
omatically brings about a concern 
about whether the ideas of the 
past a re still folly valid. Bui to; a 
certain, extent these concerns have 
to do with the future that's not yet 
here and won't be here for a long 
time. 

“This is a research pro- 
gramme,” Mr. Dam said. “It's fair 
to say on the whole it is a 
blackboard- type research pro- 
gramme. There have been some 


tests but not really of what most 
people are thinking of when they 
talk about SDI. Even tests are 
some years oft" 

The deputy secretary said, 
“we've tried to have a full dia- 
logue with Western Europe on the 
SDL We’ve had many meetings of 
experts. If s been discussed at the 
foreign minister level. Del- 
egations have come to tbe United 
States. We welcome all of these 
opportunities. But I don’ t see that 
somehow a split has developed 
between the United States and 
Europe on this subject.” 

Following are major excerpts 
from Mr. Dam's statement: 

President Reagan's ach- 
ievements in his first term have 
yielded great foreign policy div- 
idends. Restoration of the military 
balance has enhanced our neg- 
otiating power and the eff- 
ectiveness of our diplomacy. Our 
economic recoveiy at home has 
fueled global recovery that is weli 
along in Europe and is picking up 
steam in many less developed 
countries. 

Thanks to the revival of our nat- 
ional pride and self-confidence, 
American leadership is again res- 
pected throughout the world. In 
short, we’ve restored and str- 
engthened our strategic posture 
for the long term. 

Now bunding on these ach- 
ievements, 1984 we believe was a 
particularly fruitful year for U.S. 
foreign, policy. I would like to rev- 
iew a jfew accomplishments and 
loojti ahead' to the second term, 
and I will focus on four principal 
areas — East- West relations and 
arms control, reenforcing our fri- 
endships and alliances, peaceful 
resolution of regional conflicts 
and the further strengthening of 
the international economy. 

With the Soviet walkout from 


the Strategic Anns Reduction 
talks (START) and 
Intermediate- range Nuclear For- 
ces (INF) talks at the end of 1983. 
the nuclear arms control process 
seemed stalled. Now, however, 
the process has begun to gather 
new momentum. In the interim, 
two events — the successful first 
phase INF deployments. in the face 
of intense Soviet efforts at int- 
imidation, and President Reagan's 
landslide reelection — com- 
municated the message that one 
way or the other the military bal- 
ance was going to be redressed. 
This led to renewed Soviet interest 
in arms control and eventually to 
agreement on the Shuitz-Gro- 
myko talks in Geneva next month. 
These talks, we hope, will lay the 
groundwork for an •umbrella arr- 
angement under which serious, 
comprehensive arms control neg- 
otiations can gp forward. 

Our overriding goal remains 
verifiable agreements leading to 
significant reductions of arms, 
nuclear and conventional, to 
equal, lower levels. 

Let me turn now to the subject 
of strengthening alliances and fri- 
endships. 

In the past year, our alliances 
with the industrial democracies 
have demonstrated their res- 
ilience. With the INF challenge 
largely behind us. priority in 
NATO will now be given to mod- 
ernising conventional defences. 

Our relations with all the major 
powers in East Asia and the Pac- 
ific — Japan, China, Korea, the 
Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) countries. 
ANZUS (Australia, New Zea- 
land, United States) treaty nations 
— are strong. We’ve made con- 
siderable progress this year tow- 
ards working out solutions to our 
trade problems with Japan- 1 exp- 


ect this favourable trend to be car- 
ried forward when the president 
meets with Prime Minister Nak- 
asone next month in California. 
During his visit to China last 
April, the president's personal 
diplomacy contributed to sig- 
nificant strengthening of our rel- 
ations with China. After a decade 
of ops and downs U.S .-China rel- 
ations are now on a stable, pra- 
gmatic course. 

On the question of resolving 
regional conflicts, 2 think we've 
made progress in the last year 
toward resolving conflicts on sev- 
eral fronts and here again I flunk 
the future can be said to be bright. 

Let us take first of all Central 
America about which so much 
has been written and said. 

The free and fair elections held 
in El Salvador in m id -1 984 and 
the election of President Duarte, 
who is a strong and popular lea- 
der; was a quantum leap forward, 
in the effort to promote dem- 
ocracy and resist Communist sub- 
version in Central America. Pre- 
sident Duarte is playing his pol- 
itical cards skillfully. Thanks to 
increased popular support and 
better training and equipment, the 
Salvadoran Army has become 
much more effective than before. 


Nicaragua, meanwhile, is sho- 
wing signs of strain. We have act- 
ively -used diplomatic channels 
with Nicaragua in support of the 
Con rado ra process. We believe a 
negotiated solution is possible but 
a Contadora document that 
doesn’t effectively deal with Nic- 
aragua’s accelerating military bui- 
ldup, its military ties to the Soviet 
Union and China. 


In southern Africa during the 
past year, our patient diplomacy 
has moved the complex southern 



Saudis may have more say in government

RIYADH — Riyadh is buzzing 
with speculation that the royal 
family may again be con- 
templating a measure of formal 
popular participation in gov- 
ernment in Saudi Arabia. 

This would be through a con- 
sultative council (majlis shura), 
probably of nominated rep- 
resentatives initially and possibly - 
of elected members later. 

They might be chosen Indirectly 
by existing local councils whose 
members are selected by the peo- 
ple and approved by the king. 

Renewed speculation about a 
national consultative council fol- 
lowed a recent interview King 
Fahd gave Britain’s Sunday 
Times, which quoted him as saying 
be might proceed with plans for 
such a forum in a few months. 

A contract has been awarded 
for the construction on a desert 
site near central Riyadh of a royal 
diwan (audience palace). 

The idea of a consultative cou- 
ncil was first mooted under the 
late King Feisal in the 1960s ami 
revived after armed men, officially 
described as Muslim zealots, sei- 
zed Mecc's Great Mosque in 
1979. Leaden of the abortive ris- 
ing were later beheaded by the 


sword. 

There are no political parties in 
Saudi Arabia, where fewer than 
10 million people inhabit a land 
larger than Western Europe. 

It enjoins consultation by rul- 
ers, and scholars may interpret 
this as sanctioning an elective par- 
liamentary process. 

While there may be dismay 
among an educated elite at what is 
occasionally perceived as an arb- 
itrary exercise of royal pre- 
rogative. an ambivalent attitude 
towards “democratisation" som- 
etimes prevails. 

** Some of us have our .doubts 
about majlis al shura,” one of the 
kingdom's leading commoners 
once told this correspondent on 
condition he should not be named 
for the comments. 

“It is not altogether a joke when 
we say that we already have a sort 
of democracy — what has been 
called “a desert democracy.” We 
do not really have an absolute 
monarchy in Saudi Arabia like the 

Shah's (in Iran),” he said.

He and others cite, among other 
things, the right of access to king- 

or princes, at least in theory, of all 

Sa udis , which might be eroded in a 
parliamentary system. 


Saudi Television cameras fre- 
quently film the regular audiences 


of King Fahd or Crown Prince 
Abdullah, when citizens queue to 
Viss the royal shoulder and submit 
petitions. 

Tbe petitions are passed to a 
secretary. By the end of the day. 
each gets a reference number 
which is given to the petitioner to 
pursue at the relevant ministry or 
department to which the palace 
directs the problem. 

“It is at least as effective as lob- 
bying a member of parliament in 
most democracies.” a European 
diplomat said. 

Saudis concede that getting in to 
the royal or ministerial presence 
may involve hassling with minor 
bureaucrats. A recent newspaper 
cartoon showed a supplicant mak- 
ing his bed in front of an official's 1 
desk — his case was taking so long, 
he said, be thought he had better 
pitch camp there, bedouin style. 

Several thousand royal princes 
comprise tbe ruling house of Saud. 
Most, together with prominent 
non-royals like Oil Minister She- 
ikh Ahmad Yemeni, keep 
many retainers, another channel 
in Saudi society through which* 
grievances may be aired. 

Within the royal family. King 
Fahd, not the senior member by 
age, governs by consent. Outside, 
be consults the ulema (Muslim 
divines) of the austere Wahabite 


persuasion of Islam with whom 
the house of Saud formed an end- 
uring alliance two centuries ago. 

Underlying reservations among 
the elite about flirting with 
Western-style democracy, as Maj- 
lis Al Shura might imply, is pure 
horror at bow more politicised 
Arab societies have developed 
since the World War I collapse of 
the Ottoman Empire.

The discussions covered asp- 
ects ot the bilateral relations bet- 
ween the two countries, the sit- 
uation in the Middle East and 
South East Asia, aswcll as matters 
of mutual imeresL Particular con- 
sideration was. given to Islamic 
affairs and concerns due to the 
.membership of the two states in 
the Organisation {OlO of the Isl- 
amic Conference. It was agreed 
dial efforts aimed at promoting 
inter-Islamic cooperation should 
be intensified. Methods and areas 
of such cooperation, that had been 


identified in various QIC mee- 
tings. should be actively imp- 
lemented for the common benefit 
of all. 

5. In reviewing the Middle East 
situation, both sides expressed 
their deep and grave concern at 
the continued Israeli occupation 
of the Arab territories since June 
1967, They totally oppose all Isr- 
aeli efforts aimed at altering the 
Arab and Islamic identity of the 
occupied territories. They con- 
sider the establishment of Israeli 
colonics and Jewish settlers in the 
occupied Arab territories as ill- 
egal. contrary to international law 
and a serious threat to the chances 
of peace in the area. They strongly 
condemn Israeli measures aimed 
at depopulating the occupied ter- 
ritories and consider null and void 
ihe illegal steps taken by Israel to 
annex Arab Jerusalem and the 
Golan Heights. They call upon the 
international community to put an 
end to the Israeli occupation, 
which has been in effect for the 
Iasi seventeen years and to desist 
from its illegal practices in the 
occupied Arab territories. 

Palestinian question, 

Lebanon 

6. The two sides affirmed that a 
just, durable and comprehensive 
settlement to the Middle East con- 
flict can only be attained through a 
just solution to the Palestinian 
problem, which is the core of the 
problem. Basing themselves on 
international legality as embodied 
in various resolutions of the Uni- 
ted Nations, the two sides agreed 
that the foundation for such a sol- 
ution lies in the implementation of 


Security Council Resolution 242 
with its central formula of the 
non-admissibility of the acq- 
uisitiop of territory by war and the 
need fbr Israeli withdrawal from 
all the occupied Arab territories in 
1 967. The underlying principle of 
this resolution, territory for peace, 
together with the right of the Pal- 
estinian people to self- 
determination on the occupied 
Palestinian soil, constitute a just 
and peaceful settlement to the 
Middle East conflict that takes 
into consideration the legitimate 
rights of all the parties involved. 
Negara Brunei Darussalam is fully 
aware of the tremendous res- 
ponsibilities faced by Jordan along 
the longest confrontation line with 
Israel and calls for the extension of 
the maximum support to enhance 
Jordan's capabilities in meeting 
these obligations. 

7. The two sides agreed on the 
need to exert all possible efforts to 
secure Israel's full withdrawal 
from all the Lebanese territories. 
They support all efforts aimed at 
allowing the Lebanese legitimate 
authority to guarantee the ter- 
ritorial integrity, sovereignty and 
independence of Lebanon. -»■’

ft. The two sides expressed their 
deep concern at tbc continuing 
war between Iran and Iraq. This 
war which has entered its fifth year 
has caused massive material dam- 
age and loss of human lives to the 
two neighbourly and Muslim sta- 
tes. It poses grave risks to the sec- 
urity and stability of the region 
and opens the way for possible 


outside intervention. They regret 
the failure of all mediation efforts 
aimed at stopping the blooshed. 
They are particularly concerned 
that the relevant Security Council 
resolutions remain unheeded and 
have not been implemented. They 
issue an urgent appeal to the Isl- 
amic Republic of Iran and Iraq to 
end the war so that a settlement 
can be reached that will guarantee 
the legitimate rights of the two 
parties and lay the foundation for 
good neighbourly relations based 
on mutual respect and non- 
interference in the internal affairs 
of each other. 

9 . The two sides noted with sat- 
isfaction the constructive role pla- 
yed by the member states of the 
Association of South-East Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) countries. 
They commended their efforts for 
Lhe promotion of peace and sta- 
bility of South East Asia. 

10. The two sides reviewed the 

bilateral relations between their 
countries and expressed complete 
satisfaction with the brotherly and 
friendly lies that bind their peo- 
ples. The two sides agreed to 
widen the scope of their coo- 
peration in all aspects for their 
mutual benefit. Towards this end. 
they decided to continue their 
consultation on a regular basis at a 
ministerial level to identify and 
develop possible areas for future 
cooperation. —

11. They also decided to est- 
ablish full diplomatic relations 
between the Hashemite Kingdom 
of Jordan and Negara Brunei 
Darussalam. They also agreed to 


take the necessary steps to put this 
decision into effect as soon as pos- 
sible. 

12. The Jordanian side exp- 
ressed willingness to provide ass- 
istance in allocating seats in Jor- 
dan universities and institutes of 
higher learning for students from 
Negara Brunei Darussalam. It 
also conveyed readiness to pro- 
vide experts to Negara Brunei 
Darussalam upon the request of 
the Negara Brunei Darussalam 
authorities. 

13. The two sides expressed 
their satisfaction at the friendly 
atmosphere that characterised 
their successful and useful dis- 
cussions. 

14. His Majesty Sultan Has- 
sanat Bolkiah Mu'izzaddin Wad- 
daulah. The Sultan and Yang 
Di-Pertuan of Negara Brunei 
Darussalam, expressed his deep 
appreciation for his Majesty King 
Hussein I, Queen Noor and the 
people and government of Jordan 
for the warm reception and gra- 
cious hospitality accorded to him 
and Her Royal Highness Pengiran 
Isteri Hajjah Mariam Binte Haji 
Abdul Aziz and the Brunei del- 
egation accompanying them on 
their visit to the Hashemite Kin- 
gdom of Jordan.

This is 
primarily due to the fact that there 
is new awareness in India about 
the cause of women. The Western 
media have apparently become 
sensitive to this problem because 
of the attention this problem has 
received in the parliament and the 
press here. 

The problem of dowry is a very 
complex issue. It is an age old pra- 
ctice which has enjoyed religious 
and social sanctions. The new 
socio-economic conditions have 
only made this problem more 
'complicated'' ah’d ' this practice 
more pernicious. The Indian gov- 
ernment has been seriously con- 
cerned about dowry cases and has 
• taken a number of legislative, 
administrative and educative 
measures to curb it. However, the 


government action alone will not 
be able to tackle (his social evil. 
That is why the government is inv- 
olving the voluntary organisation 
in this task in a big way. 

r 

State governments have been 
directed to strengthen adm- 
inistrative machinery for imp- 
lementing and monitoring of soc- 
ial legislations including Dowry 
Prohibition Act, which has been 
recently amended. Instructions 
have also been issued to the state 
governments to ensure that inv- 
estigation of all cases of unnatural 
deaths of young married women 
who died within seven years of 
their marriage are supervised by 
senior police officers not below 
the rank of Dy. Superintendent of 
Police. The bodies in such a case 
are not to be disposed of without 
posi-monera. 

Special Anti-dowiy Cells have 
been opened in all states to assist 


the dowry victims. To involve the 
voluntary agencies a voluntary 
action cell has been created in the 
Central Social Welfare Board for 
tackling this problem. Similar cells 
are being opened under the state 
Social Welfare Advisory Boards. 

To create social awareness and to 
bring abouL attitudinai changes 
the government has been sup- 
porting a massive publicity cam- 
paign through the mass media aga- 
inst this social evil. All this pub- 
licity against dowry in a way is also 
responsible for its receiving more 
attention in parliament and in the 
press. This is to be welcomed, as a 
social evil like dowry cannot be 
fought unless it is fully exposed 
and the society at large isinade lb 
realise its evil consequences. It 
would be wrong to draw the con- 
clusion that government is doing 
nothing to tackle this problem and 
that atrocities against women in 


India are on the increase. 

The problem of dowry is dir- 
ectly linked with the status of 
women and therefore, the gov- 
ernment has also formulated 
comprehensive strategy for raising 
their status. A National Plan of 
Action has been prepared which 
gives action-point for the central 
ministries as well as the state gov- 
ernments for development of 
women. It envisages legislative 
and administrative measures as 
well as voluntary action for pro- 
motion of education, emp- 
loyment, health care and social 
and legal rights of women. Some 
of the protective legislations for 
women include Hindu Marriage 
Amendment Act, which has lib- 
eralised the grounds of divorce 
and the Factories Act. the Mat- 
ernity Benefit Act. the Equal 
Remuneration Act 1976 and the 
Child Marriage Restraint Act.

But there being dif- 
ferences of detail, if there is goo- 
dwill on all sides, then I think a 
solution should be possible. 

Question; (Inaudible) — sec- 
urity of the northern border reg- 
ion? 

Mr. Dam: 1 am saying that the 
objectives here are relatively sim- 
ple, that there are differences of 
opinion. I’m not assigning blame 
or praise 10 any party, f m just say- 
ing thaL the ingredients for a sol- 


ution would appear to be there 
and now it’s important for the par- 
lies to move on with it, and 1 don' l 
see any reason why this kind of 
problem can't be resolved in a rel- 
atively short period of lime.

Question: Mr. Secretary. I an 
Yuri Dron . of the Israeli paper 
Davar.

Mr. Dam: Well, let me — first of 
all, there was a meeting prior to 
Secretary Weinberger’s dis- 


cussions with King Fahd, which 
the Slate Department was present 
at. And 1 don't want to comment 
on that because we don't comment 
on these meetings. Bui I would say 
that there's no lack of coo- 
rdination involved. 

With regard to the question of 
Mr. Pickering. 1 can confirm that 
we have made a recommendation 
with regard to his future, and there 
is a process in the White House. 
This is a presidential appointment. 
It's a very thorough process, a very 
careful process, and when the pre- 
sident is prepared to make a dec- 
ision. he will make a decision. But 
1 have no quarrel at all with that 
process. 1 think it works very, very 
well, indeed.

British inaction against 
forest pollution chided

LONDON — Forests in Europe 
arc dying at a dramatic rare, sca- 
rred by pollution, and Britain is 
under fire as possibly the biggest 
air polluter in Western Europe. 

In West Germany, env- 
ironmentalists asked churches and 
town councils to display diseased 
Christmas trees this holiday sea- 
son to show how cherished woo- 
dlands — including the famous 
black forest — are being ravaged. 

Bonn says half the nation' s for- 
ests have been damaged by pol- 
lution returning to earth as acid 
rain — up from eight percent only 
two years ago. Scientists claim the 
woods arc irretrievably lost. Other 
European forests arc also hard- 
hit. 

The Bonn government is using 
‘■constant contacts on ail levels" in 
urging London to" cut pollution, 
much of which is blown on to the 
European continent, a German 
official says. 

Sweden. Norway. Finland. 
Denmark and Iceland have pre- 
ssed Britain to join them and other 
Western and Socialist nations in 
working for a 30 per cent cut in 
emissions of sulphur — a key 
component of acid rain — by 
19y3. 

Britain has refused, saying more 
research is needed on the impact 
of acid rain — a position echoed 
by the United Stales, which is 
under pressure from Canada to 
cut air pollution. 

At an environment conference 
in London last week. Britain and 
the United States agreed with 
Canada. Italy. Japan and West 
Germany that closer cooperation 
was needed. But the acid rain dis- 
pute appeared no nearer solution. 

The environmentalist group fri- 
ends of the earth says nearly SO 
percent of the sulphur emitted in 
Britain, chiefly by power stations, 
is blown towards continental Eur- 
ope on westerly winds. 

A recent British parliamentary 
report said Britain was the worst 
air polluter in Western Europe. 
Much pollution also originates in 
continental Europe, where, acc- 
ording to friends of the earth, car 
exhaust is the biggest single off- 
ender. 

In West Germany, where dam- 
age has been greatest, the dying 
forest is near the top ot the list of 
public concerns. 

In Sweden. 1X.000 lakes have 
been poisoned by acid rain, tri- 


ends of Lhc earth said in a recent 
report. It said 30 per cent of Nor- 
way's forests arc dead, dying, or 
■’at the threshold". 

Swedish environmemal sci- 
entist Mats Scgncstam reported 
last month that all fish in a 
1 3. 000- square kilometre area of 
south Norway had died. 

In France, government mon- 
itoring stations report acid levels 
three times higher than in 1974. 
Roughly one-tenth of forests close 
10 the West German border are 
affected by acid rain. 

Hungarian officials have bla- 
med Czechoslovak pollution for 
the death of trees near their com- 
mon border. The Soviet Union. 
East Germany. Bulgaria and Cze- 
choslovakia pledged in June to cut 
sulphur emissions by 30 per cent 
within 1 0 years. 

Officials say pollution has gra- 
velv damaged Belgian forests, hit 
about one-third of tiny Lux- 
embourg’s woods, and afflicted 
nearly 10 per cent of woodland in 
Austria. 

The death ol Swiss forests has 
become a political issue, with the 
government estimating that 1 4 per 
cent of the woods area damaged. 
Switzerland has decided to cut 
highway speed limits next year 
and to make lead-free petrol com- 
pulsory from mid-19N6. 

West Germany is pressing 
ahead with plans to introduce 
exhaust-absorbing catalytic con- 
veners on cars from 19N9. 

The 10 community nations have 
agreed to make lead-free petrol 
available from 19X9. but West 
Germany will go ahead in 19X6 
and the European Parliament also 
wants an earlier start. 

Scientists blame pollution for 
the corrosion of the acropolis, the 
Taj Mahal. Westminster Abbey, 
St. Paul's Cathedral and other his- 
toric structures. 

Western diplomats say winds 
blow much local pollution away 
from Britain, making the impact 
of acid rain less dramatic than on 
the continent and defusing dem- 
ands for action. In the absence of 
such domestic pressure, progress 
in diplomatic efforts to change 
Britain's policy has been slow. 

Acid rain has long been a bone 
of contention between Canada 
and the United States. Ottawa has 
called for quick action to stem pol- 
lution of lakes, streams, and for- 
esis. but Washington, with a much 
bigger industrial stake, has dem- 
urred.

ROME (R) — Italian Prime Min- 
ister Bet lino Craxi painted a 
bright picture of the country’s 
economy Friday and said his gov- 
ernment planned to keep up its 
assault on inflation in I9R5 after 
cutting il sharply this year. 

"The accounts are continuing to 
balance.'’ Mr. Craxi told a tra- 
ditional end-of-year news con- 
ference. 

He said inflation, which stood at 
8.6 per cent for the year ending 
Nov. 30 compared with 12.8 per 
cent for the year before that, had 
been brought down twice as fast as 
in other Western countries. 

"Next year we propose to bring 
inflation further down.” Mr. Craxi 
said. "There are certain unknown 
factors and risks. We shall Lry io 
reduce the area of risk, to act to 
prevent inflation flaring up 
again.'' 

The Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD), in a report published 
Thursday, said Italy's target of a 
seven per cent average foliation 
rate for 1985 was over-optimistic, 
as was its public borrowing for- 
ecast., 

Mr. Craxi. without mentioning 
the OECD report, said the inf- 
lation target was possible and that 
the budget deficit would ove- 
rshoot by only five per cent this 
year, compared with 25 per cent 
last year and 50 per cent in 1 982. 

Mr. Craxi said Italy's growth 
rate, at three per cent this year, 
was well above the West Eur- 


opean average. 

There were weak signs of a 
pick-up in employment but a long 
time would be needed to tackle 
the problem effectively, he said. 

At the two-hour news con- 
ference. the Italian premier def- 
ended his controversial tax dec- 
ree. which has brought private 
traders out on strike in protest at 
new government powers to assess 
their incomes. 

He said the measure was aimed 
"at those who do not pay a lira, or 
not much more.” Promising an 
income tax cut for workers in 
1986. he said: "The more we go 
ahead with fiscal fairness, the 
more we can reduce fiscal pre- 
ssure." 

Mr. Craxi complained of Italy's 
parliamentary system of secret 
votes which allowed government 
members of parliament to side 
with the opposition. 

"There is no European country 
which allows itself the luxury 
which tbe Italian parliament d- 
oes.” he declared. 

He said that during its six- 
month presidency of the Eur- 
opean Community which begins 
on Jan. 1. Italy would try to give 
fresh impetus to the 10-nation 
grouping "which frankly is at a 
crossroads.” 

"Either it manages to con- 
solidate and evolve, or else it risks 
entering a crisis of stagnation and 
disaffection which can become a 
crisis of disintegration,’' Mr. Craxi 
said.

Tunisian unions step up 


criticism of government 


TUNIS (R) — The Tunisian General Labour Union has stepped up 
criticism of the government but decided against confronting the 
authorities by forming an opposition labour party. 

In resolutions adopted at Friday night's closing session of its 1 6th 
congress, the federation warned it would resort to strikes if workers' 
buying power continued to be eroded by a wage freeze. 

The congress appealed for a resumption of talks with the gov- 
ernment but condemned official policy, saying the state was bec- 
oming ever more closely linked with Tunisian and foreign capital. 

“The government has largely lost its role as arbiter between wor- 
kers and employers.” it charged. 

But it decided that the time was not right to form a .labour party’, an 
idea long considered by union leaders. 

“Reinforcing the (union’s) role at national level does not require 
the formation of a political organisation, but rather the rei- 
nforcement of internal unity and the will for autonomy.'' it said. 

Veteran union boss Mr. Habib Achour. 71. emerged in a stronger 
position from the seven-day congress, which he used as a plebiscite to 
reconfirm his leadership.

U.S., Britain approve winter 
trans-Atlantic air fare cuts 


WASHINGTON (R) — The State Department announced Friday 
that the U.S. and British governments have formally agreed to app- 
rove winter irans- Atlantic air fare cuts, signalling the end of a lengthy 
legal and diplomatic battle. 

Spokesman Mr. John Hughes said the agreement, made in a mem- 
orandum of understanding signed Thursday, would lower the typical 
mid week roundtrip apex fare between New Yotk and London from 
the current $579 to around $378. 

The Justice Department Thursday bowed to British government 
demands and said it would not bring legal action if British Airways 
cut trans- Atlantic fares by 35 per cenL for the rest of the winter 
season. 


LUXEMBOURG I R) — East 
Germany signed a credit here Fri- 
day for $400 million from Wes- 
tern banks, described by the lead 
bank as the largest ever arranged 
for the country from lhe European 
capital market. 

The Luxembourg unit of West 
Germany's Deutsche Bank said it 
arranged the loan for East Ger- 
many's Foreign Trade Bank with 
40 other Western banks. 

No U.S. hanks were among 
them.' 

A bank spokesman would not 
disclose the interest rate, but ban- 
king sources said East Germany 
vj, would pay one ’percentage point 
over the key rate charged forloans 
between London banks, now just 
over nine per cem. 

The loan, originally for $150 
million, was increased after heavy 
oversubscription. Ft follows West 
German bank credits for DM 950 
million ($330 million) in July 
1983 and DM1 billion (S350 mil- 
lion) in July 1984. 

Banking sources said the latest 
deal was a sign ol East Germany’s 
improved credit rating in the past 
two years and its ability to repay 
existing debt, unlike other East 
Bloc nations such as Poland which 
have been forced to reschedule 
loans. 

There are no strings attached to 
the loan that would commit East 
Germany to buy West German 
goods, they added.

WASHINGTON (USIA) — President Reagan has 
attributed Soviet criticism of his strategic defence 
initiative to lack of understanding of its aims. 

Speaking briefly to reporters as Mr. Reagan told reporters, 


he left the White House for Camp 
David and his Dec. 22 meeting 
with British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher. Mr. Reagan said 
he did not see “any morality” in 
the present theory of deterrence. 

Mr. Reagan's strategic defence 
initiative proposes research into 
the possibility of creating a def- 
ensive system which would des- 
troy incoming nuclear weapons 
during the space portion of iheiT 
trajectory. At present, the theory 
of deterrence holds that because 
each side is capable of destroying 
the other with offensive nuclear 
weapons, a “balance of terror*' 
will prevent a nuclear holocaust. 

Asked about criticism of the 
strategic defence concept from 
Mikhail Gorbachev, a leading 
member of the Soviet politburo. 


There's probably a reason he 
doesn't know what he's talking 
about. He doesn't understand 
exactly what it is that we're res- 
earching. We're going to be very 
pleased to let them know exactly 
what is that we're talking about.” 

When that is done — pre- 
sumably in the resumed arms red- 
uction negotiation Washington 
hopes will follow from Secretary 
of State George Shultz' Jan. 7-8 
meeting with Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko — Mr. 
Reagan said he hopes Moscow will 
accept the defence concept. 

“I think they'll see," Mr. Rea- 
gan commented, “that maybe it's 
better if we have a world in which 
you've got some kind of a defence 
that maybe can destroy weapons 
without killing millions of peo- 


ple.*’ 

He noted that now, “the only 
defensive weapon we have is to 
threaten that if they kill millions of 
our people, we'l! kill millions of 
theirs. I don’t think there’s any 
morality in that at all " He said his 
aim is “something that would 
make those (nuclear) weapons 
obsolete, so they can be eli- 
minated once and for all.” 

Mr. Reagan said he is confident 
he can also explain the nature of 
his research proposal to such allies 
as Great Britain and France and 
quiet European uneasiness with 
the plan. 

The president told questioners 
there has been progress in trade 
relations with Japan, but he said 
much remains to be done. Asked if 
he had been advised to get 
“tough" with Prime Minister Nak- 
asone on trade issues when he 
.meets the Japanese leader in Los 
Angeles on Jan. 2, Mr. Reagan 
replied, “ How can 1 get tough with 


a veiy good friend?’ He said Mr. 
Nakasone is being “very coo- 
perative” but “ he has some of the 
same problems I do — he has 
some people in government who 
don’t always agree with what he's 
trying to do. But we have made 
great progress... there's a long way 
to go, and he knows that.” 

The president said his con- 
servative supporters are incorrect 
in suspecting that prospective per- 
sonnel changes in the State Dep- 
artment represent a purge of con- 
servatives and herald a softening 
of policy. 

•• I have read all of (the stories), \ 
and, no, it’s not true,” he told a 
questioner. He said he had dis — | 
cussed all the proposed changes 
with Mr. Shultz, adding, “most of 
those are just rotations. The ind- 
ividuals are going from one place 
to another... there's a limit to how 
long you prefer to leave, par- 
ticularly the career ambassadors, 
in one particular office". 



U.S. mine death toll reaches 13 


ORANGEVILLE. Utah (R1 — 
Rescuers risked the danger of 
fresh outbreaks of fire and found 
four more bodies in a coal mine 
during the night, bringing the 
death roll to 13. 

Fourteen miners trapped since 
an underground fire broke out on 
Wednesday are still missing. 

Company officials announced 
the discovery of the bodies about 7 
p.m. (0001 GMT Saturday) after 
rescue operations had been tem- 
porarily halted because of fire 
danger in the mine. 

Twenty-six men and a woman 
were trapped in the mine when 


fire broke out in a conveyer belt 
Wednesday night. ' 

The first nine bodies were dis- 
covered -Friday about 330 metres 
into the winding mine shaft- but 
the rescuers, one of whom des- 
cribed the task as a “journey into 
hell." were ordered out of the 
mine temporarily by a * federal 
mine safety official. 

Firefighters poured more water 
on the fire and. after several 
hours, the. search resumed. 

There has been no word from 
the missing miners since they were 
trapped behind a wall of flame on 
Wednesday evening. One man 


Britain’s Labour Party 
slides in opinion polls 


LONDON (R) — Labour opp- 
osition leader Neil Kinnock. app- 
ointed 14 months ago to puli his 
party out of the electoral dol- 
drums. has ended the year with his 
popularity at a new low. 

The 42-year-old Welshman 
emerged as the least popular party 
leader in two out of three opinion 
polls published this week. 

Although all the four main 
party leaders appeared to have 
suffered from a general public dis- 
content with politicians. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s 
Conservative Party managed to 
retain a comfortable lead over its 
rivals. 

The Conservative lead ranged 
from four per cent in the London 
Standard newspaper Mori Poll to 
nine per in the Guardian new- 
spaper Marplan PolL 

A Central Television poll ind-' 
icated the two leaders of the cen- 
trist alliance parties — David Steel 
of the Liberals and David Owen of 
the Social Democratic Party 
(SDP) — were running neck- 
and-neck in popularity, with 27 
per cent of respondents saying 
they had had a good year in 1934. 

Mrs. Thatcher appeared not to 
have suffered from a recent series’ 
of revolts within the Conservative 
Party on government spending 


cuts. 

Forty-nine per cent »f res- 
pondents in the central pull felt 
she had had a good year while the 
other polls put her popularity at 
between 35 and 41 per cent. 

The Guardian poll showed 
Labour in a serious position and in 
danger of being overtaken by the 
Alliance as Britain's second most 
popular party after the Con- 
servatives.

Commentators put the- blame 
for Labour's poor showing on the 
nine-month-old miners' strike ant 
the violence that has accompanied 
it. 

Labour had its worst post-war 
election result in 1933 under the 
leadership of Michael Foot. Mr.

Bangladesh 

strikes 

H AKA (R) — Two people were 
ed and 11 others were injured 
.. nuirday when police opened fire 
at a crowd in the northern Ban- 
gladesh town of Rajshahi at the 
start of an anti-government nat- 
ional strike, a senior official said. 

Home Secretary Qazi Ashar Ali 
also told Reuters the situation 
across the country was peaceful 
and that the 43-hour strike called 
by the opposition parties had not 
totally disrupted life. 

He said police had arrested 
some troublemakers throughout 
Lhe country but gave no details. 

Eyewitnesses from the town of 
Rajshahi told Reuters by tel- 
ephone that police opened fire 
when they were attacked by a 
group of protestors trying to stop a 
passenger train. 

Heavily-armed troops patrolled 
Dhaka Saturday to keep strike 
supporters at bay. Police said the 
city was peaceful except for some 
minor clashes. 

Shops, offices and factories 
were closed and most vehicles sta- 
yed off the roads when the 48- 
hour stoppage began Saturday 
morning. 

Leaders of two major opp- 
osition alliances expressed thanks 
to the people for what they des- 
cribed as “the unprecedented suc- 
cess of the hartal (strike)". They 
also called on President Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad to resign. 

“He could not stop this human 
wave of protests despite using his 
military muscle”. Begum Khaleda 
Zia, one of the alliance leaders, 
said in a statement.- 
“It is a decisive verdict of the 
people against President Ershad 
and his military rule. The only way 
for hhn is to go. and while the 
going is good," said Sheikh Hasina 
Wazed. another alliance leader. 

The strike started Saturday 
despite Gen. Ershad* s promises 
last week to end martial law. abo- 
lish m ili tary courts and prepare for 
parliamentary’ elections next 
April. 

Most opposition leaders went 
into hiding soon after Gen. Ershad 
issued a martial law order pro- 
hibiting political activities for two 
days starting from Saturday to 
head off the strike. 

Local officials said some trains, 
buses and steamer services were 
operating Saturday despite threats 
by the opposition. 

AH air services to and from 
Dhaka were on schedule but air- 
line officials said most domestic 
flights were empty. 

The government earlier issued 
an assurance that people who 
went to work Saturday would be 
protected by tbe police. ' 

It also imposed temporary cen- 
sorship on newspapers to prohibit 
publication of news on the strike. 


Orchestra 
violated 

Redgrave’ s 
rights, 
jurors say 

BOSTON (R) — The five jurors 
in Vanessa Redgrave's suit against 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
believe the orchestra, which they 
found guilty of breach of contract, 
violated the actress’s civil rights, 
according to a letter they wrote to 
the judge. 

The jury found the orchestra 
guilty of breach of contract last 
month and awarded Ms. Redgrave 
S200.000 on Nov. 9. 

At the request of Ms. Red- 
grave's attorneys, the question of 
a civD ights violation was left to 
federal Judge Robert Keeton to 
decide. But the jury expressed an 
opinion on the rights issue, in a 
letter to Judge Keeton, which he 
has made public. 

Ms. Redgrave had contended 
that the orchestra cancelled her 
scheduled April 1982 reading of 
Stravinsky's Oedipus Rex because 
of her open sympathy with the 
Palestine Liberation Oiganisation 
(PLO). thus discriminating aga- 
inst her because of her political 
views. 

The jurors said in their letter 
that public pressure had been a 
major factor in the symphony 
management's derision to cancel 
the contract. 

They said the trial convinced 
them that the orchestra cancelled 
her reading because . its officials 
cooperated “in the desire by 
members of that broader com- 
munity to fire Ms. Redgrave bec- 
ause. and only because, of the dis- 
agreement by that group with pol- 
itical views Redgrave had publicly 
expressed.” 

During the trial, a symphony 
orchestra trustee testified that Ms. 
Redgrave's reading could have 
substantially cut future donations 
from many members of the sym- 
phony’s Jewish backers. 

The jurors said they believed 
the orchestra management was 
only “vaguely aware of some con- 
troversy connected with her 
name” when it hired Ms. Red- 
grave on her merits as an actress. 

The jurors said that “those who 
chose publicly to express their pol- 
itical view by not participating, not 
attending, withholding funds, 
should have been thanked politely 
for having registered their views

China expects concrete results

from talks with Soviet leader 


PEKING (R) — A senior Chinese 
official said he expected concrete 
re suits from trade and economic 
talks with visiting Soviet First 
Deputy Premier Ivan Arkhipov, 
China Daily said Saturday. 

Mr. Arkhipov arrived in Peking 
Friday and plunged into dis- 
cussions with Chinese Vice- 
Premier Yao Yilin. Foreign dip- 
lomats said Mr. Arkhipov was 
expected to negotiate a 1986-90 
trade agreement and expanded 
Sino-Soviet technical exchanges. 

At a banquet Friday night after 
their 75-minute meeting, Mr. Yao 
said he believed the visit would 
lead to wider cooperation in eco- 
nomic, scientific and technological 
fields and in trade, China Daily 
reported. 

“We will have serious dis- 
cussions on these questions in the 
coming days and expect concrete 
results from our talks," Mr. Yao 
told Mr. Arkhipov, the most sen- 
ior Moscow leader to set foot in 
China since the then Premier Ale- 
xei Kosygin briefly met his cou- 
nterpart Chou En L^i at Peking 
Airport in 1969. 

The Soviet official, who is seen 


as a “friend of China” because of 
his help in drafting China's first 
five year plan in the 1950s, is also 
expected to see other Chinese lea- 
ders. 

There was no official suggestion 
Mr. Arkhipov might cut short his 
visit because of Defence Minister 
Dmitry Ustinov's death. 

East European sources said Mr. 
Arkhipov was unlikely to leave 
early as he had arrived after Mar- 
shal Ustinov died on Thursday 
and was not a politburo member 
like Mikhail Gorbachev, who has 
curtailed a tour in Britain. 

Mr. Arkhipov abruptly can- 
celled a visit to China in May. in 
what diplomats saw as anger over 
Chinese clashes with Moscow’s 
ally Vietnam and a visit to Peking 
by President Reagan. 

But both sides say they stand to 
gain from increased trade, despite 
their continuing political and ide- 
ological differences. 

Before the visit Vice-Foreign 
Minister Qian Qichen told a Chi- 
nese magazine there was very 
great potential for economic con- 
tacts between the neighbouring 
giants as the Soviet Union needed 


China's light industrial and agr- 
icultural products, while China 
needed Soviet timber, steel and 
heavy machinery. 

Sino-Soviet trade is set to rise to 
SI. 4 billion in 1985 from SI .05 
’ this year. 

China Daily said Mr. Ark- 
hipov’s banquet speech touched 
on the continuing Sino-Soviet dif- 
ferences over international rel- 
ations, which have remained des- 
pite five rounds of talks on the 
normalisation of relations since 
1-982. 

Moscow regards the growth of 
military ties between Peking and 
Washington with suspicion, dip- 
lomats said. 

In China's view. Soviet backing 
for the Vietnamese occupation of 
Kampuchea, its presence in Afg- 
hanistan and its strong military 
concentrations along China's fro- 
ntiers hamper the growth of closer 
ties. 

Under Mao Tsetung in the 
1960s China attacked Moscow for 
“goulash Communism”, even 
renaming the Soviet embassy's 
address to read “anti-revisionism 
street”. 


Craxi says Malta not in Soviet camp 


ROME (R) — Italian Prime Min- 
ister Bettino Craxi h£s said he did 
not believe Malta had joined the 
Sovie.t camp, and he would gladly 
visit the island once an Italo- 
Maltese dispute had been cleared 
up. 

Asked at a news conference 
whether Maltese Prime Minister 
Dom Min toffs visit to Moscow 
this week meant the Med- 
iterranean island had made “an 
irreversible choice of camp.”

Ex-mafia leader handed over to U.S. 


NEW YORK (R) — Mafia inf- 
ormer Tommaso Buscetta has 
been brought here from an Italian 
jail and handed over to United 
States law enforcement aut- 
horities. a prosecutor said. 

U.S. prosecutor Rudolph Giu- 
liani said Mr.Busccttawashanded 
to U.S. marshals and Drug Enf- 
orcement Administration (DEA) 
agents “on an agreement with the 
Italian government". 

He refused to disclose details in 
order to protect Mr. Buscetta, 
who had been held in a maximum 
security prison near Rome. 

Mr. Buscetta, a former mafia 
chieftain, has vowed to smash the 
Sicilian organised crime network 
after losing an inter-dan power 
struggle. His cooperation with Ita- 


lian authorities has led to more 
than 300 arrests. 

U.S. law enforcement agents 
hope Mr. Buscetta will provide 
them with equally useful inf- 
ormation. especially about he U.S. 
mafia and its links with the Sicilian 
crime network, Mr. Giuliani said. 

“He is now in a secure place and 
it will not take a shon time to deb- 
rief him. Wc are talking about 
months.” he said. 

Judicial sources in Rome said 
Thursday that Mr. Buscetta would 
probably be “loaned* to U.S. aut- 
horities indefinitely under a new 
extradition accord between Italy 
and the United States. 

“It is the most significant bre- 
akthrough ever made regarding 


the operations of the Sicilian 
mafia and its link to the United 
States." Mr. Giuliani said. 

Mr. Buscetta was last in the 

United States from 1969 until 

1 971 . when he jumped bail on a 

narcotics charge, the basis on 

which he is now being held, the 

prosecutor 5a id.

Reagan is Scottish 
as well as 


LONDON (R) — President Rea- 
gan is half-Scottish with an illicit 
whisky distiller among his anc- 
estors. a British firm tracing his 
roots said. Burke's Peerage, which 
traced Mr. Reagan's Irish origins 
and prompted his pilgrimage to 
BaJlyporean last year, said he had 
fourth, fifth and sixth cousins liv- 
ing in Scotland. It said the pre- 
sident had been informed that he 
has descended from Johnnie Blue, 
the last moonshine distiller on 
Kintyre, a peninsula jutting into 
the ocean from Argyll. Kimyre 
was also the ancestral home of 
President William McKinley, ass- 
assinated in 1901. As most old 
American families have Scottish 
links. Mr. Reagan may at Iasi con- 
sider himself a memberof the U.S. 
establishment, according to 
Burke's director Harold 
Brooks-Bakcr. “The White 
House was very excited by these 
developments." said Mr.
